France Fears That Khartoum May 
Not Be the Objective Poiut of 
tlie Expedition. 



Apprehensions That French Demon- 
strations May Be Miscoustrncd 
in the United Kingdom. 



l*AUi.-<, March IS. — The conviction is 
growing here anil is voiced l.iy a nuinher 
of the iiiternooii papei's that theBrilish- 
ICgyptian advance is not for the purpose 
of aidiiii; the Italians at all in theircam- 
paii^'ii ill A byH.siiiiii, hut us n direct at- 
tack on Ficnch colonial plans in the 
Nile viilley. The threattMiiii^' attitude 
of the I)ervis!ie,s, it is believed here, ha.s 
been Heized upon as a pretext and ex- 
cuse for Groat Britain's failure to kee]i 
the [iroinise driven to the other European 
[lowerH to reliiii|iiish her guardianship 
over Cairo as .soon its Kgypt should be- 
come self-jirotcctino;. 

In supiiort of the helitif that tbe aid of 
the Italians thron<,di a diver.sion which 
should relieve JCii.ssala of the threatened 
dervish attack is not the motive of tbe 
British advance, it is pointed out that 
in that case the British expedition 
would certainly take the short route; to 
the threatened town, which starts at the 
scaijort of Suakim and passes through 
Tokar, both of which are in the Khe- 
dive's possessions. In this way Kas- 
sala tAight bo relieved in tbe cour.se of 
a few weeks, whereas months must 
elapse before an Antrlo-i<;^,'yi)tian force 
couki reach that town by the Xile route, 
from Wadv lliilfit, even letivinj^ out of 
acciitint tho inevitable dehiys which 
would result frotn encounters with the 
^lalidisls by the wtiy. That Khartoum, 
which ever since its fttU has remained a 
mass of ruins, is not the main objective, 
is tboii^ht here to be certain; and it is 
thoitj^Iit equally certain that tbe !Mab- 
dist capital, Onidurniiiii, is that j)oii)t. 
B\- its ciiijtiire the former liast African 
possessions of the Khedive might again 
be recovered. At any rate tbe contest 
with the Mahdists would justify the re- 
tention of British troops in tlie Nile val- 
ley for a coiisidonible period, and this, 
it is thought here, is tbe object most 
promitiently in view in the sending of 
the present e.xiicditioii. 

The Krench government gives evidence 
to-night that the announcement made 
by M. ISertliolot yesterday of the re- 
monstrance wdiich he otl'ereil against the 
Egyptiiin ciiiupaign up the Xile in a 
conversation with the Maniuis of Diif- 
feriii has been taken much more seri- 
ously thiin tiiey were prepared for. Tlie 
outbrdi'ik of a|)provul from tlie French 
press and i)eoplo and the popular clam- 
our for even more deeisivo measures of 
in'otest seems to have alarmed tho gov- 
ernment, and awakened apprehension 
that they are being preeipitated into a 
position of hostility to the plans of Great 
Britain, backed by the Dreibund, weich 
might entail the gravest consequences. 
The enthusiasm awakened in France in 
fact sei'ins to enter more into the iippre- 
liensioiis of llic I'^rench iiiinistera than 
the irrit;ition abroad. As a i'nnsci|Uenco 
steps have been taken to dull a little Ihc 
seemingly sharp edge i.ii the i-onuiiunira- 
tioii made to llic ISrilish am liassadoi' by 
M. r.eithelot, the minister for foreign 
all'airs.

Tbe minister of foreign affairs, in 
liis setni-olliciai statement, said : "Tlie 
proposed advance up the Nile is 
a greatBiiii)rise to the government and 
will servo to embitter the anti-English 
feeling in France at a time when a bet- 
ter entente was promised." M. Berthe- 
lot in his interview with tin; British am- 
bassador also referre<l to the "gravity 
of the consei|ueiU'es." His note tind

Loxdon, Martdi IS. — Tniiuirics inadeat 
the foreign oflice show that nothing is 
known there concerning the report that 
Sir Stafford Northcote, private secretary 
to the Marquis of Salisbury at one time, 
and now mejnber of parliament in the 
Conservative interest for E.xeter, who is 
now said to bo in Washington, is 
charged with a special mission respect- 
ing Venezuela, it is also stated at the 
foreign oflice that the oflicials there have 
no knowledge of any fresh instructions j and in 
having been sent to the British ambas- 
sador at \^'asllington. 

The Berlin correspondent of tbi' Times 
says wdlh releieiico to tin: alleged dill'er- 
eiiccs between CouiiL von I'osadowsky, 
Secretary ol the Imperial Treasury, ami 
Dr. Miijuel, Minister of I'dnanee, on the 
proposal to devote the jiortion ot the sur- 
])lus revenue from customs, etc., 
iiithcrto tipprojiriiil ed hJ the federal 
govorntnent to the redemption of the 
national debt, that the Keiclisanzeiger 
announces (fiat Prussia has assented to 
a trial of the scheme, but it hints that 
the assent will not be given in the form 
favored by Count von Posadowaki. The 
rumors of a ministerial crisis arising 
from the question may therefore be tlis- 
inissed. 

A dig])atcb from Brussels to the 
Times says that in the senate the minis- 
ter of finance, M. Desiuet do Naoyer, 
said that the opinion which he gave on 
.Monday was a iiorsonal one and did 
not liind the government. The 
minister stated on .'Nlonad^' that lie 
recognized the gravity of tbe evils 
growing out of tho depreciiition of tho 
price of silver, though ho thouglit it was 
not incumbent on tho Belgian govern- 
ment to call an international monetary 
conference, but that government, be 
concluded, would willingly co-operate in 
any measure in the direction of fixing 
tho ratio between gold and silver. 

A Berlin dispatch to the Times says 
tho Kolnische Zeitnng thinks that, 
although it might be unpatriotic for 
Italy, there will be no dilhculty in ar- 
raiitdng for England to take Italy's place 
at Kassala. 

A despatch from Cairo to the Times 
says it is reported at Port Said that Gen. 
Baratiori juissed through there incog- 
nito two days ago. The Italitm govern- 
ment has forbidelen the boardim; of any 
trans])orta homeward bound. 

The Ivhcdive to-day witnessed the de- 
[larturo from Cairo of the lOgyptian bat- 
talion for the front. Ho biule a cordial 
farewell to the officers of the battalion. 
The reserves are arriving at Cairo tind 
the new .Soudanese battalions are form- 
ing. Col. Hunter, with a strong ad- 
vance guard, will in-oceed immediately 
to Akaisshea, which will be strongly for- 
tified. The Arab Anglophobe press vio- 
lently attack tbe expedition, and accuse 
I,(ird Salisbury ami Mr. Curzon, wdio 
made the statement of the purposes of 
the expedition in the House of Coni- 
nions, of falsehoods. 

The Italian guvernnuud, has iiistrueted 
( leiieral l'"i-rrt'ro, the Italian ambassador 
ill London, to express to the govenitnent 
of Great I'.ritain the lively satisftiction j 
felt by Italy ;tt the very cordial language 
of the British under secretary of state 
for foreign all'airs, Mr. George N. Cur- 
zon, in the House of C<iiiiiiions on Mon- 
day last in referring to the projected 
campaign against the dervishes, to the 
Italian army and the friendship felt by 
Great Britain for Italy. 

The Popolo Romano has a dispatidi 
from Massowah which says the der- 
vishes are within two hou'S of Kassala 
and are :iwaiting Osman Digna's arrival 
before attacking. Communications with 
.\digiat have been cut oil. General 
Baldissera's endeavors to restSre nego- 
tiations with the Abyssinian Negus 
Mciudidc continue. 

The Times saj's : " A rutnor was cur- 
rent in London that the Italians had 
evacuated Iviissala on Saturday." It 
adds: "We believe the rejiort is cor- 
rect." 

At the trial to-day at Pretoria of the 
members of the .lohanneBburg reform 
committee, an employe of the "Sim- 
mer Jack " mine testified to seeing arms 
and Maxim guns unloaded from oil 
tanks. He estimated that 300 cases of 
rifles and twenty-four Maxims were re- 
ceived. 

A dispatch to the Globe from Cairo 
sa_vs that the Htatemeni, of the tinder sec- 
retary of state for foreimi aliairs, -Mr. 
Geo. N. Curzon, in the House of CJom- 
mons on Monday last, regardiiTg tbe 
activity of the Dervishes in and about 
Dongoia and the danger with which 
Fgypt is tliieatonod, I'atised a 
sensation there. It is further sttiled 
that considerable surprise is expressed 
at the gravity of the situation, which is 
now more fully realized, and in the 
opinion of the authorities more British 
troops are urgently retpiired in Egypt. 
The dispatch adds that strong hopes are 
expressed everywhere that Great Bri- 
tain will rise properly to tbe emergency.

Eagle Mining & Smelting Company, 
■which was started for the first time last 
Tluirfiday, Is a perfect success. Thu 
plant is a beauty. To dcMCribt; it more 
fully it ia an 18x20 duplex; cross com- 
pound Corliss air compressor, with all 
the latest improvements in circulating 
the water' and condensinj^ the steam. It 
has a capacity equal to 200 horse power 
and will be used for running drills, 
pumps, forges and hoisting engines. It 
delivers the air to tlie workings through 
2,800 feet of 8-inch pipe, wliich is one of 
the longest and largest air pipe lines in 
the world. Tlie compressor was designed 
and built by the Canadian Drill Com- 
piiny of Sherbrooke, (Quebec, which bar- 
recently furnished tbo Clill' and Le Roi 
mines of liossland and the Poorniau 
near Nelson with tliuir latest patterns of 
air coiiijiressora and drills. 

Reddin & Jackson report the sale of 
the Flossie L. mineral claim to Spokane 
it Chicago people. The claim lies west 
of Red niountain adjoining the Little 
Darling and (iolil King. Tlie new own- 
ers will begin work on it in 30 days. 

The whole face of the crosscut tunnel 
on the Ontario is reported to be in ore of 
a good grade. Samjiles brought to town 
look as well as any exhibited from tho 
big mines. 

The Le Roi is employing a full force of 
men and is steadily maintaining its 
average oiiti)Ut at 100 tons a day. Tliu 
boistiiig machinery is being worked to 
its full capacity and there ate no indi- 
cations yet of slacking upon account of 
tlie condition of the roads.

Speaking of his week's visit to Vic- 
toria, President G. B. Dennis, of tlie 
Northwest Mining Association, said: 

" My sojourn in Vietoria was in the 
especial interest of the bill before the 
provincial government implying n tax 
of 2 per cent, upon the gross output of 
British Columbia mines, the passage of 
which our association deemed unwise 
from many standpoints. At a recent 
meeting of the executive committee the 
matter was thorougly discussed, result- 
ing in my being commissioned as a 
deligate to go to Victoria and there to 
iiiteri;u(le for such remedial moasuroa as 
would insure to the mine owners protec- 
tion against a taxation ruinous lo the in- 
dustry. 

" As telej4r:i]ilu'(l to the Spijkcsniau- 
Keview, llie result oi the wcu'k ihero wns 
mo.st griUifyiiig. The bill prc.iviilea for :i 
tax ot - per cent, iipun the grosH output 
of the mines. Before 1 left \'icturia 1 
had sutlieienr assuranees that a lax mil 
greater than 1 per eent. upon the smelt- 
er returns would oe imposed. 

'■ A 2 per eent. tax upon the output 
would mean that every ton ot ore, irre- 
spective of its grade or value, rained 
would be subject to this tax, wlietiier on 
the dump or sold, and that no prospee- 
tor or miner, could undertake develop- 
ment without being subject to the pen- 
ally. In other words, that in addition 
to the cost of prospecting anil develo[)- 
ment the item uf a i per cent, ta^ on 
the assay value of thoore must be added. 
The seduction to a 1 per cent, tax ujioii 
net smelter returns is a saving, taking 
all charges into consideration, ui at least 
two-thirds of the })eualty, ami besides 
eliminating discouragement to the miner, 
])rovides lor the provincial govei iuneiil 
a lair revenue, wliieh it is justly entitled 
to, and saves lo the miner at the present 
output about ^500,000 per annum. .\s 
the mines of liritish Columbia enlarge 
in ilevelopmenl and numbers, the sav- 
ing will of course he proportionately 
larger, and in tlie same ratio will the 
coffers of the province be enriched, and 
will unquestionably result in a larger 
revenue to the government, takinj^ into 
consideration the stimulus to mining, 
than a 2 per cent, charge would." 

■■ l)u yoli think the tax of 1 per cent, 
upim the smeller nel relurns lair?" 

It is fair from a number of stand- I 
l)oiiils, and yet I do tliiuk that much 
moi'e encDuragement could have been I 
allbnled the developer of mines liad a 
tax upon the jn-ollts been eunsidered 1 
only, and I further think that greater 
impetus wouhl have been givt'u to de- 
velopment. But the i)rovince is en- 
titled to a revenue from tiie mines. It 
is in need of funds for its support, and 
since it has already done more tliau any 
other government in the way of good 
roads, trails and smelter subsidies to en- 
courage milling', it is but fair that the 
miner submit to a reasonable charge ; 
nor do I think that they will seriously 
object to it." 

Mr. Dennis said tlie Si)okane delega- 
tion were aoeonied a reception that was 
c lurteous in the extreme. lie had a 
two hours' conference with tlu! rreniier, 
Mr. Turner, and although that oflieial's 
time was valuable, the legislature being 
in session, be cheerfully heard the argu- 
ments presente<l against the bill. 

" I was forcibly taken with him," said 
Mr, Dennis, " as a man of line sensibili- 
ties, keen in biiaincss afl'airs, alive lo 
the best interests of his government, 
and withal a man capal)!e and well 
worthy of tho confidence of the people 
and of the high and influential position 
he holds. 

" The following day tlie Hon. James 
]5aker, minister of mines, called. This 
was a second jjleasant experience. C'ol. 
Baker is a g(!iitleman of high merit, 
scholarly in the extreme, a diplomat, 
and lliorDnghly coiiver.sant will! tlie sub- 
ject of his honorable position. With 
him as with the jireiuiei-, I di.siuiased 
ininiii'j as folly as the oupoitiinity 
allbnled , .and was cbarnied with llieir 
conversanry with the various phases of 
it. Col. liaker is of the old type of the 
I'higlioh gentleman, and of that broad- 
ness of mind and intellect, wliieh at 
once commends him to the resjiect and 
affection of his first cousins, the Ameri- 
cans, as often as they come in contact. 

" The speaker of the house, the Hon. 
Mr. lliL'LMns, U. P. Rilhet, one of the 
most, influential men in the goverunieiit , 
■A resident of \' ietoria ami a gentleman 
of liiru'e wealth, ( 1. .\. Ivirk, (lie junior 
|.artnei-iii Inisiiiess with the jircn i ii:r, 
Dr. Milne, a gentleman in every sense 
of llie term , also weallliv and iiilluen- 
lial, Areli. .1. C. (lalletly, manager <pf 
the Hank of .Montreal, wlio graces with 
. dignity and ability the resposi hU: posi- 
tion ho holds, a banker of high (jrder, 
a gentleman of acipiirement, jiolish 
ami finish; Mr .Xndersoii, manager 
oi the Hudson 15ay (^(jmpany, wilh 
whom I spent a delightful and instruct- 
ive hour, and who carries the responsi- 
bilities of a great commercial business 
creditably upon his shoulders; Captain 
John Irving and Colonel John tirant, 
vice-president of the Northwest Mining 
Association, both splendid men; W. II.

A THREAT. 

The jjtiople of Ganada have been told 
by the Grit argana over and over again 
that if the settlement of the Manitoba 
school question vvero i)laced in Mr. Laur- 
ier's liauda an agreement would soon bo 
arrived at which would lie .satisfactory to 
all concerned. The attempt is Ijeing 
made to lead the people to believe that 
Mr. Gieenway and Mr. Laurier under- 
stand one another and that they have 
both the will and the power to come to a 
settlement wliich would satisfy the min 
ority and could not fail to be accept- 
able to the iiKijority. But the organ 
of the Greenway Government, or rather 
of the OJrtremista in Manitoba, dispelled 
this illusion — for it was nothing more 
than an illusion, got up for spectacular 
purposes as soon as there was serious 
talk of an amicable adjustment of the 
difHculty. This ia what the Winnipeg 
Tribune said the other day about Mr. 
Greenway'a power to eOect a settlement 
of the question : 

However much Mr. Greenway might 
desire to see the question amicably set- 
tled, he will not, dare not, make any 
•compromise which involves the re-es- 
tablishment of separate schools in the 
province and the sacrifice of any great 
princijjle of the bill of 1890. Jlr. Green- 
way recognizes, however, that it is 
not desirable to subject tbe pro- 
vince to the exjieiiHe antl annoyance of 
prolonged litigation and agitation. lie 
therefore expressed his willingness time 
and again to see the question discussed 
in a spirit of conciliation, and to consid- 
er in a friendly way any complaints 
made by the minurily with regard to 
the working of the law. Further Mr. 
Greenway cannot, dare not go. That ho 
allowed the farce which is being enacted 
at Ottawa, and to which in a spirit of 
desperation on the part of the Federal 
Government he has been made a party, 
is surprising. It will, however, be a 
matter of surprise if he does not call 
down Sir Charles and the mob behind 
him in their ellorts to exploit him in 
their desperate aiteiupt to save tlieir 
own necks at the exjKinse of the coun- 
try's honor. 

This passage is very significant and it 
was no doubt intended for the edifica- 
tion of Mr. Greenway as well as for a 
warning to the friends of the minority 
nnl to ex|iect. any coiii-(!Ssi<jn worth men- 
tioning from the Uovernment of Manito- 
ba. Mr. Greenway is at liberty to tall< 
in a friendly way with those who may 
be sent to negotiate with him. He may 
consider the complaints of the minority 
as to the working of the law as it is now 
in the alatnte but as to juocuring 

a mo(lilicatii)n nf that law Iaviiral)ie to 
the desires c.f tbe miiKirity Mr. (Ireen- 
way cannot or dare nut take a single 
step ilj that direction. Mr, Greenway 
no doubt understands the threat con- 
tained in the passage wo have ijuo- 
ted; it remains to bo seen whether or 
not it will have the effect of intimidat- 
ing hiin. 

FOOLISH AND IMPOLITIC. 

We hear a great deal in these days 
about the importance of developing tlie 
mineral resources of the province 
and of the duty of the Legislature to en- 
courage in every possible way those who 
are engaged in the wprk of utilizing 
them. The moat efTective way of develop- 
ing those resources is by constructing 
railways through tbe mineral districts. 
But no sooner does a company offer to 
open up one of the mostjiromising of the 
mining districts by means of a railway 
without fee reward than members of 
the Legislature treat the promoters as 
if they were the enemies of the province, 
and do their best to hamper 
and discourage thorn. The way 
in which the promoters of 
the Columbia and Western Hailway 
Company are being treated by a few of 
those members says very little for their 
public spirit and their, regard, for. the

The truth is that tlia differences of 
opinion'-ampng mentis to wlmt food_ is 
wholesome and 'what unwholesome' are, 
when one comes to think of them, amaz- 
ing. One kind of food is pronounced 
good and another denounced as had 
without rhyme or reason. The 
reviewer linds it necessary to explain 
that vegetarians are constitated like 
ordinary human beings. "It is a com- 
mon notion," he says, " that a vegetar- 
ian must eat enormously and have the 
digestion of an ostrich. But this is quite 
a mistake ; such a meal as we have men- 
tioned may be easily digested even by a 
person living under the artificiab con- 
ditions imposed by modern life on 
dwellers in towns." The meal he al- 
ludes to " consists of legumes,- 'butter, 
bread or oat-cake, celery, raisins or dates, 
nuts, ripe ))ears, ajiples, strawberries, 
etc." "Suchadiet," he adds, "would be 
neither tasteless, indigestible nor ex- 
pensive; and it would certianly benatr.i>- 
tious." There iire sneering sceptics 
among us who may say that butter is not 
a vegetable, and the vegetarian has no 
right to include it in his hill of 
fare. The answer is that though milk 
and butt.'r are animal products they can 
be obtained without taking life.

authorities. Dr. .lameson's foray, though 
intended to accomplish a good purpose, 
has, for the time at any rate, completely 
ruined Mr. Rhodes' scheme of a South 
African confederation. It is giving that 
statesman little credit for discernment 
and political sagacity to suppose that 
ho imagined however it might end, it 
would have any other result. Is it like- 
ly then that he would with his own 
hand kill the great political scheme 
which he had formed and which he had 
cherished so solicitously?

lake, one and a quarter million 
in Shawnigan lake and the re- 
mainder in tlie Coijuitlam river. The 
fry for Shawnigan were taken over 
from the Fraser on Monday toCowichan 
landing in cans on a tug, and were 
thence moved in spring; watjons to the 
lake, which they reached in such f;ood 
condition that, as .Mr. ^NIcNab stated, 
only Bonie fifty were dead vben placed 
in the lake. These fine freshwater fish 
will bo quite an addition to tlie food 
fi.shes of the Coast, as they are most 
dclieiou.s. An erroneous ide.a seems 
to jirevail among some people that they 
will destroy the trout in the lake, but 
Mr. MeXab laiii;hs at the idea and says 
there is nothing to be feared on that 
score. Besides the whitelish, the Fra- 
ser river hatcliery has this year turned 
out six and a half million sockeye sal- 
mon, which have been successfully 
idaced in the streams tributary to the 
Fraser. 

During the last few weeks flahermen 
baYe been catching codfish in large 
numbers off Macaulay's point, and so 
plentifnl are they that the fish have 
been selling at five cents apiece and even 
less. Noticing these fish yesterday Mr. 
McXab said tln^y were not rock cod but 
the genuine Newfoundland cod, and if 
they were so ))leiitifiil right in the 
neighliorliood of Victoria he believed it 
might be practicable to cure them here.

Provincial Delteotive Sei-vicc Hnix- 
gested— Tlio Indiau Whiskey uiiil 
; Coast Sniuggrliug Evils. 



Requii'cnieuts of the Coal Cpiitrea- 
New Lock-ui)s and Other Iiu- 
provemeuts Asked. 



SnperintendetU F. S, Hussey has 
made a very interostiiif; report upon the 
organiziUion uiid operations of tlie pro- 
vincial police force, placed fully under his 
charge by the act of last aeaalon. This 
report, dealing witli the year ending Slat 
October, 1895, has just been distributed 
to the legislature. The force has be- 
come no inconsiderable one, consiatini^ 
of seventy regular constables, besides 
specials from time to time required , all 
under the supervision of Suj)!. 
Hussey and the Sersi'uint— Jolui 
M. Langley. Mr. HusHey notes, 
liowever, tliata largo niuiibur of tlioao 
enrolled aa constables are loiiiiired to 
act as government agents, asscMSors, re- 
corders, gaolers or gunnle, bo that the 
greater |)ortion of their time is employ- 
ed in other than police duiios. Owing 
to the growth of the mining imliistries 
of Cariboo und Kootcnay lie desires ex- 
tra constables lor those 'localitioH, ami 
therefore asks .fi2,U00 for salaries for the 
next fiscal year in place of ihe last ap- 
A propriation of $37,000. The Superin- 
tendent says : 

SKCRKT SEKvrci;. 

There should bo attached to the de- 
partment at headquarters one or two 
■ thoroughly experienced dotectives for 
,, v.the investigation of important criminal 
,.' cases. At the present time there nre no 
j' BUch- officers connected with the force, 
and'Iam compelled to employ the re- 
gular police for work wliicli , in many 
cases, they are not entirely coinjiL'tont to 
perform. The administration of justice 
in this province is attended with great 
expense, and it is desiralile that the 
best results should be obtained, In 
order to accomijlish thisi would strongly 
adviBO the appointment of suitable men 
for this service. 

I'ltOTKCTlON KOH TIIIJ L'OAHT. 

I'Vequent appeals have been made by 
settlers and others residing on the coast 
of the Island and iMainland for a better 
system of police protection, their pro- 
perty being more or less a prey to wan- 
dering whiskey peddlers and smuggler.", 
who constantly infest our shores and 
travel in sloops and boats of all descrip- 
tions. !Many of these offenders come 
from the American side with whiskey 
and all sorts of dutiable goods, which 
. they sell to whites and Indians all along 
. the coast, returning to Wasbington 
Alaska with goods which tliev have 
stolen from unprotected settlers, wIki 
ill afford to suffer such loss. The ellect 
of this sort of trafhc is serioiislv felt ii 
the logging cuniiis and in Jndian vil 
lages Vl^itell by these hiw-hreakers, vvln 
leiive a trail of drunkeiinoss and misery 
wherever they go, sometimes being fol 
lowed by the most fatal results to iiu 
man life. 

I have been asked to urge upon the 
government the necessity of oroviding a 
police patrol steamer for coast protec- 
tion, but I hesitated to press for the ap- 
propriation of so large a sum, since to 
secure a proper and efficient service at 
least two steamers would be rei|uired ; 
and further, the nature of the crimes so 
far reported does not, in niy opinion, war- 
rant such a heavy expenditure. J would 
strongly recconiiiiend that proper recom- 
mendations be made to the Dominion 
government to induce tliem to equip a 
stiitalile steamer as a revenue cutter, to 
protect their customs laws and regula- 
tions, now freciuently violated. If this 
were done, the Provincial government 
might co-operate with the Dominion 
authorities by furnishing police assist- 
ance for such steamer, and in this way 
better police protection might be adbrd- 
spd, vyitb reasonable cost to the province. 

INDIANS. 

Numerous complaints have been made 
to me by ministers of religion and 
others, concerning the large supply of 
intoxicating liquor which is furnished to 
Indians throughout the province. These 
statements are undoubtedly true, and 1 
may say at once that I believe the In- 
dians succeed in obtaining nearly nil the 
intoxicating li(|nor that tlicy are alile to 
pay for. Xotwitlistanding the fact that 
the penalties lor infractions of the " In- 
dian li(i nor act " are very heavy, and 
idthougli t he act, is rigor<jusly eiifoi-ced 
hv the autlKjritii'S in each of the coasl 
cities, it is sail' t.i ."^iiy that in these 
towns ther(! aie always to he louml por- 
Hons who will take the ri.sk cjf siippli'ing 
liquor to Indians. The same may be 
said of other parts of the province; 
and in many places w/iere spirituous 
liquor is not easily obtainatjle, the In- 
dians manufacture an intoxicant which 
is freely used by them, with far more in- 
jurious" bffects than are produced by 
li(|Uor obtained by purchase. 

The police use every etlnrt ti> rnpincss 
thi.s ti'nllii'. nr at least' to keep it within 
houmls, hut, they realize that it is n.hiiust 
im|ii)ssible to do so, in s[iiii; (if the large 
number of conviiUioiis annually oli- 
tained. I am plea.siMl to 1j(! able to rc- 
jiort that in all other respects our In- 
dians are peactable and law-abiding, 
and that breaches of the criminal law 
amongst theui are of rare occurrence, 
They are self-supporting and indus- 
trious. 

OIiS!;ilV.\TIONS. 

In the detaileil reports on the several 
districts the Superintendent thus c:oui- 
monta : 

Alberni — Constiibloa Stanley Spain 
and .lames Seeley were appointed for 
patrol duty on the west coast of Vancou- 
ver Island. They have been fnrniahed 
with a sloop for thia i)iirj)ose, bat such 
means of transport has not proved satis- 
fac'ory and the service is not so etlcctive 
as .cou ld bo desired. 

Kootenay Beciauiatioii Works— Win. 
French, special conitnble; salary, ,^70 
pe'^' month. Ttie appointment of this 
officer does not take effect until Ajiril 1, 
1891). Mr. I<'rench baa been appointed 
to prevent Indian diaturbances and set- 
tle disputcH amongst them. The govern- 
ment have hitherto been out to much

This officer does not i)erform any jiolice 
duty. In adilition to the above salary 
he is paid sherill's fees. The office of 
sherill has been found to interfere with 
tho performance of Mr. Drake's duties 
as assistant jailer. The position of sheriff 
slioukl be separated from that of assist 
ant jailer, as it has been found that one 
oflicer cannot fill both|positions and give 
satisfaction in each. 

Co.Mox — AValter B. Anderson, asses- 
sor, collector and constable; salary, ;f 90 
per month. This officer is kept busy 
attending to the duties of his office as 
collector of revenue. In addition to 
which be baa chaige of the police work 
of bis district. His headquarters are at 
Comox, but the official business of the 
district could be better transacted at the 
town of Union, which is an iinportiuit 
mining centre, with a population of 
about 2,.")00 jiersons. I would respect 
fully suggest that Mr. .Viiderson be re- 
moved to Union, and that the local 
police of the district be placed under his 
control as government agent. 

Union — John W. IlntchiHon, senior 
constable; salary, !f70 per month. 
Scharschniidt, secmiil constable: salary, 
jfCiO per month, lilijali Smithurst. .spe- 
cial constable; an allowance of ifi'O per 
month is paid to this oflicor for his ser 
vices as night watchman at the town of 
Union. Tlie necessity loi a 'proper court 
house for the use of the stijiendiary iiui 
gistrato and the local justices of the 
peace is verv badly felt in this town 
The room at present used lor this pur- 
]iosc, which is the only one available, is 
the police office in the lock-u]), which is 
too small and altogether unsuitable for 
such ]iurnoscs. 1 would rcflpectfully 
urge that a building be (!rected at this 
place at an early date, available al.oo for 
sittings of the countj' and small debts 
courts, antl of sufficient size for all of 
snch jiurposcs. 

NHw i,ocK-i I'.s ul:(^rI i:i:i). 

Fort Steele — As the building which 
has been used at. this ])0st as a lock-up 
is entirely unsuitable for the reiiuire- 
ments of this portion of Kxit ICooteiiay, 
I wouki respectfully recommend that a 
new and sulistantial building, (uuisisting 
of three cells and a guard-room, be 
erected during the year 1890. 

Mission City. — It has been found 
necessary to station a constable per- 
manently at this jioint on account of its 
close proximity to the boundary line, 
anil a lock-up is absolutely necessary at 
^lission City. I would suggest that a 
small building, containing two or three 
cells and a room for the constable, bo 
provided for this station without delay. 

Plumper Pass. — .V lock-uj) and small 
room for magistrate's court is badly 
needed at Mayne Islan<t, wliicli is the 
lieadqiiarters of .M r. A. 1). Drummond, 
the resident constables for the district. I 
would strongly urge; that an inexpensive 
building be erected at Mayne Island for 
the above purpose.

THIRTY-THIRD DAY.

Also, a return showing ihe num- 
ber of bona (ide immigrant settlers at 
(Jiiatsiii.), and the numherof those who 
are eiiibiaced in the settlement and who 
are not immigrants in the true accepta- 
tion of the word ; the terms under which 
t he settlement was made, anil the money 
ex|ieiidcd in surveys or otherwise on 
both these settlements up to 3l8t De- 
cember, ].S9o.

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PERMANENT ARBITRATiON. 

' National 'Convention to Open in Washing 
ton on April 33. 

Washington, March 13.— In vkiw of 
the fact that a widespread desire has 
•beeii manifested' both in the, United 
States and Great- Britain for tlie estab 
liBhrnent between these two countries of 
a permanent system of arbitration, a 
call has been issued for a national con- 
ference, to be held at Washington (Jitj' 
on Wednesday and Thursday, April 22 
and 20 next, to I'xpress thu general con- 
viction lliat such a system of arbitration 
should be speedily provided for l)y tlie 
proper autlio.vitiea and -willi tlie most 
coiniireheni-ivo ap))lication jiractieable. 
Invitations will bo sunt to representa- 
tives, irrespectivo of party or creed, in 
oveiy state and territory in the union, 
the combined membership of the two 
hcinses of eonu'resa being taken ns a gen- 
eral basis of numbers and appointment. 
Tlie call leads : 

•' Assuming you to share our belief as 
to the importance of the end proposed, 
wo deem it unnecessary in this commu- 
uiuation lo enter into an extemled stati'- 
menton the subjeet. I5y repeated acts, 
as well as by repeated declarations, our 
government has appeared before the 
world in advocacy of international ar- 
bitration as a measure conformable to 
our own interests and to the genius of 
our institutions, as well as to tlie cause 
of general justice and civilization, 'lo 
this ell'ect, patriotism, philantliro|)y, 
state.siiiimsbip and religion have spoken 
as with one voice. In coiiliiiiiig tbc jire- 
seiit nujvenieiit to tlio Dioiiiot ion of arlii- 
tration belweeii the United Slates and 
Great Iliiluin, we are not unconcerned 
for a wider application of the priiutiple 
involved, but taUiiig into consideration 
the importance and value of practical 
results, it seemed wise to concentiate 
our immediate etlbrls upon the attain- 
ment of a permanent system between 
the two great Engliah-speaking peoples. ' ' 

SPAIN AND CUBA. 

General Weyler Declares His Confidence of 
Ultimate Success-The U. S. and 
Belligerent Rights. 

jM.ADRH), March IS. — In an interview 
with General Weyler, published here, 
the Captain General is quoted as being 
greatly surprised at the charges made 
airainst him in the United States, " in 
view of his great prudence pending the 
settlement of the question of belli- 
gerency." General Weyler is also 
credited with having said that the atti- 
tude of congress stops the normal de- 
velopment of the war. The interview 
further i)laced General Weyler on record 
as saying that numbers of persons are 
joining the insurgents fioin all parts of 
Cuba and even from the capital, Havana, 
because they hope tliat they will be 
recognized as belligerents. The Spanish 
soKliers, the captain is said to have 
added, are lighting heroically, and it is 
impos3il)le to ask them to do more. In 
conchieion General Weyler is s.-iid to 
have declared that he ia confident of 
the eventual success of the .Spanish 
cause; but " the contradictory demands 
of prudence and extreme measures, <;om- 
bined with the difficulties arising from 
the question of belligerency and the 
election, mightcom pel important changes 
in the best interests of Spain and Cuba."

A fight followed 
ill whiob polieeiiKiii Milhir was trampled 
iipoii and palr(diiiaii Cain's clothing was 
torn frdin his body and be was severely 
bruksed. I''ratkin' and otiiers were ar- 
rested. Later in the day Christian 
Iv-ker and his wife wi're held up on the 
street lit the point of pistols and com- 
pelled to give up a bundle of clothing 
they luul just liiiished. A siiuadof iiolico 
charged the mob with clubs and in tlie 
ijattle patrolman Fernsworth's head was 
cut open and patrolman llobbs was also 
hurst. A meeting of the cutters and 
trimmers will be held to take steps to 
completely tie up the manufactories.

But, he- 
hind the scenes so carefully arranged at 
Berlin, there is, it is believed by the 
government press here, a great deal 
going on, regarding which some explana- 
tion must be promptly furnislied by 
(heat Britain or serious troiiblo *iili 
follow. In fact, if the Toiilcn corres- 
(londent of Lo Fii;aro, this nioriiing, is 
to bo helievetl, matters have already 
reached such a dangerous stage. It is 
exjioctud here at any moment that the 
Kreueb Levant siiuadron will proceed to 
Egyptian waters. 

Le Figiiro savK : " Great Britain's at- 
titude is an outrage uiion Furupo, and is 
vi.-tually ;i breach (»f f'aith." 

Le Matin asserts that the lirilisli e.K- 
peditiou up tho Nile is " proof that 
Great Britain is finding difficulty in de- 
foiuiing tlie iiolicy she woultl liku to 
maintain in spite of the opposition of 
lOurope." Continuing, Le Matin says ■ 
" In refusing to allow the Egyptian 
funds to be expended on an expedition 
by which Kngland alone would benefit, 
France has placed [the latter country in 
an awkward position, one from which it 
cannot escape." 

A des[)at(:li from Berlin this morning 
says that the North Gernian (.iazette an- 
iioiiuees that (.ireat Britain has asked 
the powers sharing the control of the 
Egypttiin <h!partinent of administration 
to allow her to use a portion of the re- 
serve fund to ilefray the cost of the 
peilitioii to Doiigola, which at jireseiit it 
is estimatwl nil 1 amount to only about 
.CL', 000, 000, and that tlerinany, having 
asiterlaiued that her accejitance of the 
proposal would accord with the views of 
the other governments forming the 
nroiliuiul, jiartictdarly the Italian, the 
cabinet has instructed the German com 
iniHsionor of public debt at Cairo ae 
cordiiigly. It is reported that Russian 
and Frencli agents are at work in Rome 
endeavoring to detach Italy from the 
Dreibund.

TO PROTECT LAKE PORTS. 

Proposition Now Under Consideration by the 
Authorities at Washington. 

Buffalo, IVIareh 18. — A Washington, 
D. C, special to an evening paper says: 
•'It was learned from an ofHcial source 
to-day that it is the intention of the 
Navy department to have tliu fifteen ad- 
ditional torpedo boats recommended by 
the naval commit lee so constructed that 
they ma}' be towed tlivoiigh tlie Krie canal 
for use on the great Lakes in case of an 
emergency. The department lielieves 
tho eelieme for utilizing the Erie canal 
in this manner botli feasiblu and desir- 
able and one of the best means of pro- 
tecting the lake ports yet suggested, 

Untier the treaty with Canada, tTnited 
Stales war vessels are prohibited from 
cruising on the Great Lakes. In i\ase of 
war, however, bj' the use of tlie canal a 
fleet of torpedo boatscould bedispatched 
to Lakt! Erie in short notice. The 
ficiieme is of Vilst lhij)iirLance to'eiullalo 
and other lake jiorts, and it is especially 
designed for their protection. It is jios- 
sible that it will be necessarv to enlarge 
the canal to make it available for the 
j)iis9age of these boats. The $19,000,000 
voted last session for the improvement 
of the canals will leave them in much 
better shape, and it is stated that an ap- 
j)ro))riationof ."^2, 000, 000 more bycongress 
will answer all pui-poses. If it is found 
that this appropriatijn is necessary a 
bill for that purpose wiVl be introduced 
in congress at once. 



WiNNii'EO, March 18. — The rare occiir- 
renceof aniounted police BuiKjrinteiulent 
committed for trial in a magistrate's 
court has been witnessed in Prince Al- 
bert. Superintendent Moffatt, of " 1'" " 
troop was the other day sent up for 
trial bv Magistrate Spenee, charged with 
tlie oU'enco of unlawfully opening pris- 
oners' letters.

order to meet tlie widening interests ul 
explaineil that tin

(■rniiient had no intention of stray- 
ing iiit(j a Jiolicy of adventure 
and assured the hous(t that 
the neceseity for additional 
naval protection had been experienced 
during the reciuit massacres in Asia 
Aliiior, anil also during the events whii-h 
recently occurred in .South Africa, South 
America and Central America. In con 
elusion, he said that by increasing tlie 
strength of the German fleet the house 
would secure the preservation of the 
(.ierman character in thousands of their 
countrymen, as it would appeal to them 
by uranting them jiowerful protection. 

Ihirr Bebel said that these "boundless 
naval schemes " oriijinated with the 
lOiiiperor and with Baron Seuden-Biran 
chief of the naval cabinet. 

The discussion was then adjourneil.

London, March IS,— There was a big 
meeting this afternoon of tiio Blriielallic 
League, and it was (leteriiiined to con- 
tinue active com niiuiication with the bi- 
metallists of France, Germany, Austria 
and Belgium in order to promote a gretit 
campaign in all the industrial centres.

W'insby each receiving two votes and 
Mr. John Creedon one. Mr. Wilson's 
name was drcjpped from the severith 
ballot, the sixth having resulted in no 
vote being cast for him, the distribution 
of the ballots being; Phillips, 4; 
Spragge, I!; W'insby, 2. A Kurprise came 
on the seventh ballot, Mr. Pliilliiis' sup- 
porters ilropping from 4 to 12, .Mr. 
Spragge gaining one and Mr. Winsby 
the other. The eiL'htli and final ballot 
was Winsby— Spragge to the very last 
vote, Mr. ^Vinsby receiving five votes 
and .Mr. Spragge four. 

A number of imjiortant reconimeiul- 
ations were contained in a report from 
the finance committee, in which it was 
advised that bonds bo recjuired from the '

Dowler, the 
committee reiiorted tluit personal secur- 
ity was (irovided, Mr. Kent to the ex- 
tent of .$10,000 liy Messrs. Tlionms lOarle 
and C. 10. Kedfern, and Mr. Dowler, 
;i;2,000, by Mrs. :Mary Williams and ?vlr. 
L. Goodacre. 

While admitting personal security of 
this nature to be less desirable in many 
ways than the guarantee eoinpany 
bonds, the committee advised that no 
change be made with reference to the 
securities of the two officials named,' oc- 
casional investigation by the council be- 
ing sutrgested to verify the continued 
financial stability of the bondsmen. 

To this latter portion of the report 
.•VId. Cameron took exception, liolding 
thatjif guarantee bonds were deemed es- 
sential in one case they should be in all. 
No exce(>tions could be made with any 
degree of consistency. The same view 
of the nuitter was taken by .\ld. 
Macmillan, who advocated changing 
completely from the individual security 
system to that of a guarantee company 
protection as being in the interest of 
the individual as well as tin; corjiora- 
tion. On the motion of these two alder- 
men the clause objected to was struck 
out from the report with the under- 
standing that a motion to provide for 
guarantee bonds from Mr, Kent and 
Mr. Dowler will be brought forward 
later on. 

The advantage of the present or old 
system, its idiampions point out, is that 
the two otlicials inttMcsted have [irovid- 
eil their own security, thereby s:aving 
the ])remiuiiis that the city wmild other- 
wise lie called uiion to ]iay.
